designs. It is only to the superficial mind 
‘hat these allegations are ‘well-founded, or 
that Signor Mussolini—to take the chief 
case in point—has weakened the power of 
the League by refusing to acknowledge its 
jurisdiction. What we must remember is 
that the most that was expected of the 
League by its founders in respect to the 
really vital international disputes that 
were bound to arise was that it would 
express formally the considered moral 
opinion of the civilised world. The League's. 
moral power remains, and the fact that, 
in regard to the Janina crisis, Italy, which 
took its case over the head of the League 
to the Council of Ambassadors, has, in 
fact, acceded to « settlement almost 
identical’ with that which the League 
proposed, shodws that the headstrong 
temper of Facismo was responsible for the 
Corfu incident, rather than any well- 
planned intention of Signor Musgolini_ to 
flont Western Europe and make the Near 
East his oyster which he with sword will 
open. The fruth is, that neither. Italy 
nor any other civilised Power can afford to 
flout the sober and reasoned: opinion of 
the world.

OBITUARY. 


SIR W. E. DAVIDSON. 


Sir Walter Edward Davidson, K.C.M.G., 
Governor of New South Wales, who died on 
Saturday at Government House, Sydney, was 
a very distinguished Irishman. He was the 
son of the late Mr. James Davidson, of Killy- 
leagh, County Down, where he was born in 
1859. He entered the Ceylon Civil Service 
in 1880, and became Acting District Judge at 
Kalutara nine years later, from which time 
he held various important posts, including 
that of Assistant Secretary in the Transvaal, 
1901-2. and in 1904 he was appointed Governor 
and. Commander-in-Chief of the Seychelles 
Islands. This was followed by a similar 
hí intment in Newfoundland in 1913, and in 
1917 he was appointed Governor of New 
South Wales. He married the youngest 
daughter of the late General the Hon. Sir 
Percy R. B. Feilding, K.C.B., and grand- 
daughter of the seventh Earl of Denbigh.

Irish Territorial Waters. 


The “Clubman,’’ writing in the Pall 
Mali Gazxtte yesterday, asked whether 
another flaw has been discovered in the 
Trish Treaty. President Cosgrave, who 
passed through London this week, seems 
to have hinted at an omission which will 
demand immediate. action. Though itis 
hardly likely that the Government of 
Southern Ireland will seek to take ad- 
vantage of the situation, it is admitted 
that the Treaty would seem to give the 
South the control of the territorial waters, 
not of the South alone, but of the whole 
of Ireland. The “ Clubman “” discussed 
the matter with a high authority, and he 
was, prepared to admit that something 
would have to be done. “We are living in 
' he said, “ and, 
whether the South claims the control of 
the whole of the territorial waters of 
Ireland or not. the North Will, and must. 
have control of the territorial waters of 
the North.”’ 


The Air Disaster. 

The disaster to the London and Man- 
chester air mail has given rise to con- 
siderable alarm, but such alarm is rather 
premature until the result of the investiga- 
tion is known. In air circles it is thought 
that it might have been brought about by 
a combination of low flying and bad 
weather. The type of plane used is, pro- 
bably, the best in the world for passenger 
flying, and the pilot was a trusted one. 
The only point at ‘present is, that no 
service, however well it may be conducted, 
can claim complete immunity in air travel. 


The Fahmy Verdict. 

The result of the Fahmy trial at the Óid 
Bailey provided opportunity for a scene 
which is, fortunately, rare in our courts 
of justice. That the assembly should 
cheer enthusiastically for a couple o! 
moments, and that women should fal] on 
each other's necks and kiss, and that men 
should shake hands with strangers, in 
dicates that people must hgve rather lost 
their heads.

_A THRILLING STORY. 


NEW YORK, September 16. 

A thrilling story of adventure and hardship 
is told by M. Alain Gerbault, the French 
Jawn tennis player, who has succeeded in the 
perilous task of crossing the Atlantic alone in 
a thirty-foot ten-ton cutter. M. Gerbault, 
who landed at Fort Totten, Loaf Island. on 
Friday evening, declared that hestarted from 
Cannes on April 5, 

I told nobody, he said, that I was going to 
America. “To all my friends but one, I said 
I was going to England on a short trip. My 
one confidant supplied me with sixty pounds 
of salt. beef. thirty-six tins of condensed milk, 
) sixty pounds of sugar, ten pounds of tea, 
thirty-five pounds of ships’ biscuits, and sixty- 
five gallons of distilled water. ' 

My first goal was Gibraltar. As my beat 
is a cutter, and has only one mast and a long 
boom, it was difficult for one man to ‘work. 
The second day out I struck bad weather in 
the Gulf of Lyons. Strong gales biew for 
forty-eight hours, then dropped as suddenly 
as they sprang up, and for days there was not 
a breath of air. J finally reached “Gibraltar 
twenty-four days after I set out from Cannes. 

From Gibraltar I set my course straight 
for New York, following the old sailing routes 
ased by Columbus, and afterwards ty the 
pirates who sailed the Spanish Main. 

Shortly afterwards I ran into another storm, 
losing my good weather sail, whilst ‘he roller 
boom, which had been repaired at Gibraltar. 
was hopelessiy broken. All day and all uight 
I worked repairing the mainsail. 

For the next 1,500 miles I struck fair winds 
and moderate seas. With fine following 
winds I went for a week without touching 
the tiller. 

WATER GOES BAD. 

Then disaster overtook me. One morning I 
awakened to find a peculiar smell in the 
locker where the water was stored in ten- 
gallon jars. I discovered that two-thirds of 
the water had gone bad, because the jars 
were improperly cleaned when the water was 
placed in them. After anxious calculation I 
determined that, with luck, I could pull 
through if I rationed myself one cup a day 

My staple diet at this time was potatoes, 
which are delicious when boiled in sea water 
in their skins. Except for the loss of the 
water everything went ideally for the next 
thousand miles. Sometimes I fished for 
banitas, twenty or thirty pound . monsters, 
with harpoons. Sometimes as I fished over 
the side of the boat 1 nearly fell asleep in 
the soft, warm winds. But once. again 
Nemedis descended upon me. My carefully- 
prepared wind chart, which indicated that 
the winds should be following for the rest of 
the voyage to New York, prived wrong. Within 

y-five minutes the wind, from being astern, 
began to blow in the opposite direction, 
followed by fourteen days of calm. Then 
there were terrific squalls and rain. There 
was a foot of water in the cabin, and the 
ump broke. The water rose higher and 
fisher, . As fast as I baled it out it came in 


again. 
af UNCONSCIOUS FOR TWO DAYS. 

On the fifth morning of the ge ge I 
developed fever and a sore throat. On the 
seventh day my temperature rose to 104 de- 
grees, and I became unconscious. When I 
awoke, about fifty-four hours later, everything 
Was awash. : 

Then came the worst 

voyage. For twenty-six days gales and winds 
blew with unprecedented force. Every day, 
and almost every hour, something fresh was 
broken. 
' One day I ventured on deck, and noticed 
an enormous wave rushing towards the boat. 
I was just in time to climb the rigging when 
the wave broke with tremendous force. The 
whole boat disappeared, entirely engulfed in 
the sea. Tons of water thundered overhead. 
Then the wave passed, and by a miracle the 
ship righted herself. 

M. Gerbault. said that. when eighty-four 
days out he fell in with the Greek steamer, 
Byron, which provisioned him and gave him 
medical supplies. Then he sighted the 
Henrietta, of Boston, and secured from her 
fresh meat and fruit. Seven days later he 
sighted the American coast, and fetched up at 
Fort Totten, after going eighty hours without 
a sleep.—(Press Association Foreign Special.)

This 
meats that the Bank will purchase a bill of 
exchange of 1,000,000, marks having 
twelve months to run for only 100,000,000 
marks—a ruinous transaction for the seller. 
As the commercial banks are in the habit 
of dis¢ounting these bills at the Reichsbank 
in order to obtain currency, the supply of 
which owing to its infinitesimal value is 
extremely scarce in relation to the demand, 
it will be seen that the Bank’s action is 
virtually a refusal to discount trade bills. 
The heaviness of this blow at the financing 
of trade is apparent from a glance at the 
latest return of the Reichsbank, covering the 
last ten days of August. In that period the 
Bank’s agen Éag bills of exchange was in- 
creased by 74,947,987 million marks, equal to 
over 80 per cent. of the total! previously 
outstanding. The Reichsbank’s' decision will 
check the inflation of currency due to the 
discounting of trade bills, but will not sto 
Government spending and borrowinz, whic 
is by far the greatest canse, as well as the 
primary origin, of inflation. 

In well-informed quarters it is considered 
that a balancing of: Germany's Budget cannot 
be effected withouf the Ruhr, the heart of in- 
dustrial Germany. The reformation of the 
German economic system is, therefore,. de- 
pendent in the main on a definite settlement 
of the Reparation-cum-Rahr problem. The 
conclusion is irresistible that Dr. Stresemann’s 
pian is conditional upon a settlement being 
reached with France. It is difficult to under- 
stand a motive for the German Government’s 
project for establishing a new gold note issue 
to run side by side with the existing mark 
currency, seeing that there is no provision 
that the one shall. be convertible into the 
other. If Dr. Stresemann is firmly determined 
to balance the Budget it is unnecessary, for 
the currency difficulty will solve itself. If 
he is not, then the new note issue will be a 
meaningless device.

CAPITULATION AND CHAOS. 


Nothing more is. heard of the conversations 
between representatives of the German and 
French Governments in Berlin. writes the 
Berlin ane blag ty. - of The Times, They 
are generally beiieved to have reached a fresh 
deadlock, though with the possibilitv of a 
resumption as soon as occasion offers. A 
Paris telegram published here gives the Ger- 
man Government the choice between capitu- 
lation and chaos. It is well known that in 
the Chancellor's view capitulation is chaos. 
This, it may be presumed, is based on the 
assumption, apparently well founded, that the 
consequences which would follow capitulation 
are of.a kind no Government should be called 
upon to-face. People shrink from attempting 
to visualise the chaos or to reason ont the 
probable sequence of events. 

The attitude of Great Britain is being freely 
canvassed, and the abstention of the ‘British 
Government from all participation in the con- 
troversy is commented upon in very un- 
flattering terms. One explanation invariably 
accompanies these comments, namely. that 
‘Great Britain is holding aloof in consequence 
of her own weakness. The loss of British 
prestige in the councils of Europe has become 
a favourite theme of political writers here.

SCIENTIST’S SERMON. 
WONDERS OF THE HEAVENS 
AND THE ATOM. 


In a sermon at Sefton Park. Presbyterian: 
Church, Liverpool, yesterday, Sir Oliver Lodge 
said that fifty years ago there was supposed to 
be a conflict between religion and science. He 
was at the meeting of the Association fifty 
years ago, when those great men, Huxley and 
Tyndall, dealt with .certain discoveries, and 
indicated their view of the universe. Then it 
seemed hardly realised that one system of 
truth could not be in opposition to another, 
and probably scientists enthusiastically ‘en- 
gaged in the pursuit of truth hardly realised 
that there were other advances than their own. 

Mistakes were. doutbless, made on both 
sides, but theologians perceived that the ex- 
ploration of nature was the business of science, 
and that the facts, when. properly understood, 
could not only be harmonised but could give 
a still grander view of existence than had been 
previously held. 

Sir Oliver Lodge .went on io speak of the 
revelation of the skye and of the extra- 
ordinary magnificence of the úni- 
verse. So far as we could judge, the same 
system oí law and order ran through it all— 
the same laws of physics; the same chemical 
elements existed in the most distant star. 
The chemical analysis of the stars itself a 
wonderful achievement, and the size of the 
stars as recently discovered had been a 
revelation. The sun was a gigantic body 
compared with the earth, but it was known 
as a dwarf among the stars. 

Beyond the stars that we saw were clusters 
innumerable, which were an indication of 


other universes beyond and outside our own—. 


not exactly other universes, but other stellar 
systems. Our stellar system consisted of 
millions of worlds, but away in the depths of 
Space were other systems, perhaps as large as 
this, perhaps larger, and so on without end. 
That was a revelation pf the infinitely big. 


THE CONTRAST. 


Then there was the revelation of the in- 
finitely small—the atom and its structure. 
Fifty years ago we did not know that the 
atom had a structure. We hardly suspected 
that it could have one, it was so minute. It 
was thought to be an indivisible unity of 
which all material things were built. But 
the atom had now delivered up its secret, 
and it was found to consist of very minuts 
and concentrated electric charges revolving 
round a nucleus as the planets wer round 
the sun. The discovery was q recent 
that the same system of law and order that 
reigned through the heavens held equally in 
the interior of the atom, so that there was 
an atomic astronomy growing up before our 
eyes, leading us to wonder if there was any 
hmit to smallness any more than there was 
any limit to bigness. 

Among all these immensities man might 
appear insignificant. He was hampered by 
his animal ancestry; he had much to contend 
against and overcome. Sometimes he seemed 
evil and ugly; but he was immature—-he was 
in the process making, and unfinished things 
were often ugly. Man was comparatively a 
recent comer to the planet, and was far from 
perfect, but he had in him the seeds of 
majesty. He was endowed with free will. 
He was not like mechanism constrained to 
do right. He had the power of going wrong, 
and he could utilise that power to his own 
hurt. If he had no power of going wrong he 
would be merely perfect mechanism; he would 
not have a kinship with Divinity. 

Man was related on his bodily side to the 
animals, but on his mental and spiritual side 
he had some incipient kinship with the Deity, 
He had infinite possibilities of development, 
and when the work was complete through the 
slow process. of the ages they would see that 
the product was worth all the labour and 
sacrifice and pain which seemed to have been 
necessary to bring it about, and thereby to 


create a creature which went right because he: 


would do so, and not because he must do so 
—a higher ideal than any construction that 
man had ever conceived. As we were im- 
mortal beings we should see this development, 
and rejoice in it in the fullness of time, 


CONTROVERSY DYING. 
THE WORLD’S GREATEST 
NEED. 


A notable address was given at the Uni- 
tarian Church by Dr. Jacks, the Principal of 
Manchester College, Oxford, who spoke upon 
thd relation of science and religion, This sub- 
ject in his younger days, he said, was a topic 
of controversy, but in the present day it 
seemed to have died down to a considerable 
extent, not so much because either side had 
got the better of the other, but because our 
minds were becoming preoccupied with other 
and, perhaps, more important things. 

What the world needed to-day more than 
anything else was righteousness. Following 
what Victor Hugh had said in his famous 
description of Napoleon, we migat surely say 
without -irreverance that God had become 
tired of these cries of ours—those “‘ isms.” 
They were “a trouble to Him.’’ God looked 
to science and religion for righteousness. The 
time must come, and it ought to come soon, 
for relgion and science to forget their: contro- 
versies, to give up the vain task of trying to 
adjust their respective boundaries—a task 
which would never be completed, because 
they had no respective boundaries, and to go 
into partnership with each other, and get 
busy together about righteousness, which was 
the only thing that mattered, and the only 
ground upon which the reconciliation was 
possible. 

In science there was Jess talk and more 
performance than there was in religion. “A 
great deal of what was now being offered in 
the name of religion consisted of not what 
was believed, but what somebody wanted 
other people to believe. There was-less of 
that in science than in religion, He hoped 
that science would enable us to get beck to 
sincerity, and not fall under the malign

DUBLIN FETE IN AID OF 


WORTHY SOCIETY. 


The Myra Carnival at Princess Park, Rath- 
mines, Dublin, which has been organised in 
aid of the St. Vincent de Paul Society, Myra 
House, Francis street, was opened on Satur- 
day by Sir Joseph A. Glynn, President of the 
Society in Ireland. The Rev. Michael O'Daly, 
Francis street, presided at the opening. — 

In his appeal for support, Sir Joseph Glynn 
made interesting references to the work which 
is being carried on from Myra House. Besides 
the Boys’ Club and the Penny Bank, with its 
more than 2,500 depositors, there was the 
yearly distribution among the poor of 500 tons 
of coal. Venturing along new paths, the 
members were visiting regularly all the 
lodging-houses in the district seeking to arouse 
amongst those who are neglectful of their 
religious a more faithful attention to their 
duties. Visits were being made each Sunday 
to the 3,000 inmates of the Dublin Union, 
many of whom had not a single living relative 
to visit them. It might, indeed, be said that 
in Myra House every phase of Chritsian 
charity was to be found. 

At present they were engaged in a scheme 
to enlarge the premises. It was proposed to 
form additional clubs for boys and to establish 
a club for men, as well as libraries and 
reading rooms. The scheme was a big and 
ambitions one, but anybody who knew the 

oung men at the back of the movement would 

w that whatever they took in hand would 
be a success. They were appealing now to the 
charitable citizens of Dublin to extend to the 
Carnival the greatest possible measure of 


rt. 

Mr. William Field, supporting Sir Joseph 
Glynn's appeal for assistance, said that many 
people in Dublin, particularly non-Catholics, 
were scarcely aware of the enormous benefits 
that were derived by the poor through the 
greatest lay Society that ever existed in the 
history of the Church. Wherever they found 
Catholics congregated they also found the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society, the great. object 
of which was to bridge the gap separating the 
poor from the rich. 

The Carnival was then declared open. The 
attendance at the opening included Lady 
Glynn and the Rev. Michael Creedon, C.C., 
Francis street. 

The Carnival will continue until September 
30, and an addition will be made to its at- 
tractions to-day, when the Princess Cinema 
will be taken over fer the fortnight. Provided 
that the weather is favourable, the féte should 
prove highly successful. It provides all the 
attractions to be found at a first-class carnival, 
including a number of well-stocked stalls, 
casino tennis, clock golf, hobby horses, 
chairoplane, and mountain slides.

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SHIP FROZEN IN | 
ARCTIC ICE. 


EXPLORATION PARTY’S 
GRAVE DANGER. 
CHRISTIANIA, Friday. 

The position of the Tromso Geophysical In- 
stitute’s ship, Conrad Holmboe, now frozen 
in the ice on the West Coast of Greenland, 
increases in danger, and there is now a great 
risk of the vessel being crushed by the pres- 
sure of the accumulating maases of ice. 

A relief expedition, consisting of nine men 
and two wireless operators, will leave almost 
immediately. 

The Cambridge Expedition, under the 
leadership of Professor Wordie, has returned 
safely to Aberdeen direct. For a time they 
were also frozen in, but managed to break 
through the ice to open water.—(Reuter.) 


ICE FJORD CHARTED. 
BERGEN, Friday. 

The Norwegian Government’s Spitzbergen 
Expedition, which has, been carrying out 
scientific observations in the Arctic, has 
accurately charted the whole of the Ice Fjord, 
and made a number of investigations in con- 
nection with compass variation. 

Oceanographical research was carried out 
over several areas to a depth of two thousand 
metres, and sea temperatures were found to 
be on the increase. 

Ice-free-water was met with so far north as 
latitude 81° 16’, where the sea temperature 
was five degrees centigrade, somie four decrees 
warmer than when Dr. Nansen undertook 
similar observations there in [912.—(Reuter.)
